Although the chemicals pose 
no major health risks to people, ac- 
cording to €nvironment Canada, 
concerns have arisen about its wide- 
spread introduction into the environ- 
ment. Siloxanes remain in an envi- 
ronment for extremely long periods 
of time and the government will 
soon introduce restrictions on the 
amount of the substance permitted 
in any variety of product. 


Water Bottles — 2008 

2008 was a big year for Bisphenol-A 
(BPA), which can be found in wa- 
ter bottles and other plastics. After 
several reports were released ques- 
tioning the safety of the chemical, a 
media panic ensued. BPA was quick- 
ly pulled from shelves. Subsequently, 
new scientific studies have surfaced 
stating that the negative effects of 
BPA were overstated and indecision 
over the topic remains the one con- 
sensus in the scientific community. 
But hey, now we all have nice shiny 
aluminum water bottles — everyone 
wins! 


A/G And Hairspray — 1989 
Unlike other items on this heavily 
condensed list, chlorofluorocarbons 
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Household Poison Hit Parade 


(CFC) are not present because of, 
their ability to harm people. In fact, 
CFCs are non-toxic, non-carcinogen- 
ic, and basically harmless to people, 
having been used in spray cans and 
refrigerants throughout the '70s and 
'80s. The danger of CFCs is their di- 
sastrous effect on the environment. 
Once CFCs are released into the air, 
they move to the stratosphere, where 
under the correct temperature, a 
pound of CFCs can destroy several 
hundred times its weight in ozone, 
the simple oxygen-based molecules 
that protect our planet from the 
sun's powerful ultraviolet rays. Sci- 
entists are still working hard to cal- 
culate how much of global warming 
we can safely blame on CFCs. Oddly 
enough, CFCs made Canada's list of 
toxic substances in 1989, the same 
year the death knell sounded for the 
’80s hair metal fashion. 


Pesticides — 1970s 

Dichloro-Diphenyl-Trichloroethane 
(DDT) suffered a long fought — and 
doomed — battle with the media. 
After being invented in 1939, it was 
hailed as the pesticide that would rid 
the world of malaria, and for several 
decades it nearly did just that. But 
alas, just like in Jurassic Park, life 
found a way. Mosquito populations 
became resistant and r d, in 
some places to levels higher than

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they'd ever been. Eventually, DDT 
showed itself to be an extremely 
persistent organic pollutant. It can 
remain a contaminant in soil for 
decades and cause chronic asthma 
when inhaled. It travels with up food 
chains, accumulating in organisms, 
and over long periods of time can 
lead to. a variety of cancers. 


Paints and Plumbing — 1904 
Lead was not only one of the first 
items added to Canada’s List of Toxic 
Substances, it’s also a perfect exam- 
ple of the ubiquity a toxic chemical 
can attain. Accounts of lead use — as 
well as lead poisoning — date back as 
far as the Greeks, and throughout the 
industrial revolution it was hailed as a 
miracle metal for the myriad of uses. 
It was used in almost every product 
conceivable: in paints, for plumbing, 
in children’s lunchpails, and to disin- 
fect the eyes of newborns. Lead paint 
was first linked to childhood poison- 
ing in 1904. 

Lead is still commonly used in 
plumbing, batteries, and bullets, al- 
though we're now aware of its highly 
neurotoxic effects. Symptoms of 
lead poisoning depend largely on the 
amount of exposure and can

Poland, Bulgaria, Japan, and Romania out- 
ranked Canada in a report on government 
accountability put out by Global Integrity, an 
independent non-profit organization. 

The federal government dropped from 
“strong” in 2007 to “moderate” in 2008 — 
part because of political financing loopholes, 


| and weak enforcernent of existing laws. 


As with many countries, the worst of 
Canada’s transgressions related to political 
donations. The loopholes include donations 
to candidates In nomination races and those 
running for the leadership of a political party, 
both of which remain secret. 

Canada has also fallen behind in enforce- . 
ment, says Duff Conacher, co-ordinator for 
Democracy Watch, a national citizen ad- 
vocacy group based in Ottawa. Conacher 
is also the Canadian in-country researcher 
for Global Integrity. “We are good on paper, 


| but in reality we are weak,” he says. “For 


15 years, we've been chasing after mainly 
the ethics officer, trying to get them to do 
their job.” 

The Mulroney-Schreiber affair particu- 
larly frustrated Conacher. Democracy Watch 
made a bid to have Stephen Harper declared 
in a conflict of interest when he appointed 
the judge that set the terms of reference for 
the case. Commissioner Mary Dawson ruled 
he was not. 

Harper also ignored his own fixed date 
election law when he called the 2008 federal 
election. Democracy Watch is currently fight- 
ing a court case that, if they win, would force 
future governments to obey that law. 

On the freedom of information front, the 
feds scored well in terms of the availability 
of information to the media, but Conacher 
saw problems with information sharing 
within the government. When Kevin Page, 
the parliamentary budget officer, issued a re- 
port on the costs of the Afghanistan conflict 
in October, he said some agencies failed to 
give him requested information, even though 
the departments are required to do so 
by law. 

There was one area of concern to Con- 
acher that was not included in Global Integ- 
rity's report, and that relates to the actions 
of political party executives. Under the cur- 
fent system, political parties can appoint 
candidates in ridings, even when they not 
the one that won the nomination race. 
These rules give senior party officials too 
much power, he says. Besides deciding who 
runs in elections, political party leaders can 
also discipline sitting MPs by threatening to

OUTSIDE POLITICS MAURICE TOUGAS 
APPARENTLY, CRITICIZING 
ABIASED, INEPTLY RUN 
ELECTION IS A FIRING OFFENCE 





Last week, the standing committee 
on legislative offices (one of those 
important but obscure and gener- 
ally under-reported committees that 
MLAs sit on) voted not to rehire Al- 
berta’s chief electoral officer, Lorne 
Gibson. It’s not a firing, at least not 
in the traditional sense. It was a non- 
rehiring, which sounds much nicer. 
It will look so much better on Mr. 
Gibson's résumé. 

So why did this Conservative- 
dominated committee elect not to 
rehire Gibson, the man in charge of 
running Alberta elections? The os- 
tensible reason was that the 2008 
election was poorly run. This being 
Alberta, however, the real reason was 
something altogether different. 

You will recall that the last election 
did not run with clockwork precision 
In this province, the mechanisms of 
the democratic process are rusty at 
best, and when they are forced into 
action, they tend to seize up. Horror 
stories abound about election day 
screwups. 

Now, you'd think after such a mon- 
umental victory, the Tories would be 
sanguine about a few petty miscues. 
Sure, there were problems — but they 
won, didn’t they? The pesky require- 
ment of an election was done away 
with, and the Tory majority was 


strengthened. The universe unfolded 
as it should. 

But Gibson, non-Albertan that he 
clearly is, made a fatal mistake. He 
declined to fall on his sword and take 
the blame for the flaws of the elec- 
tion. He actually obliquely criticized 
the governing party for their role in 
the election chaos, and suggested 
ways to improve the system. (A good 
start would be improved funding: ac- 
cording to the Calgary Herald, Que- 
bec spends more than $13 per voter 
on its elections system, the feds $14, 
B. C. $8, and Ontario $7. Alberta is 
last at $4.18.) 

Lorne, Lorne, Lorne. You're fairly 
new to Alberta, but we do things dif- 
ferently in this province. Difference 
No. 1: you do not criticize the govern- 
ment. I guess nobody told you. 

The recommendation that really 
got under the government's very thin 
skin concerned the appointment of 
returning officers. Returning officer 
is an important job in an election. 
According to the Elections Alberta 
website, “Returning officers are re- 
sponsible for the enumeration and 
election in one of the province's 83 
electoral divisions. The responsibili- 
ty includes recruitment, training and 
supervision of the front-line election 
officers who staff the polling sta- 
tions.” In other words, they run the 
show in your constituency. The job 
is important enough that the Elec- 
tions Act allows for the appointment 
of returning officers two years after 
a general election — or, put another 
way, roughly 18 months to two years 
before the next election. 

Now, you would expect that any 
such person would need to be free 
of political taint to ensure a fair 
election. Let me rephrase that: you 
would expect that elsewhere, but 
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not here. 

In his testimony before the stand- 
ing committee on legislative offices 
on Feb. 13, Gibson told of his re- 
peated attempts to get a list of re- 
turning officers from the minister of 
justice, going back to May 2006. His 
requests were repeatedly ignored. Fi- 
nally, in Sept. of 2007, Gibson was 
informed that the Progressive Con- 
servative Association would be sup- 
plying Elections Alberta with a list of 
returning officers. He finally started 
to get some names in December 
(with rumours of an election in the 
air), which turned out to be simply 
a list of names of the returning of- 
ficers of 2004. Of the 83 names on 
the list, exactly one had been con- 
tacted by the PC Association ask- 
ing if they had any interest in being 
a returning officer. Many of them 
weren't even eligible to be returning 
officers, according to the Elections 
Act. The situation was so ridiculous, 
Gibson was training a returning of- 
ficer the day before the election 
was called. Essentially, Gibson was 
a general going into battle with an 
army of inadequately trained re- 
cruits. No wonder the war was lost. 

Returning officers are supposed to 
be scrupulously nonpartisan. It even 
says so in the Elections Act: “No per- 
son who has been appointed or is act- 
ing as a returning officer may engage 
in political activity on behalf of any 
political party or candidate.” If that is 
the case, then why does the PC Asso- 


ciation name the returning officers? 


The conflict of interest is so blatant, 
it should be obvious even to Tories. 
The returning officers list was stud- 
ded with Tory party apostles, includ- 
ing one who maintained a blog filled 
with anti-Liberal rants. Does the ap- 
pointment of returning officers by 
the PC Association violate the Elec- 
tions Act? Of course. But Tories, re- 
member, are above the law. They are 
in the driver's seat in this province, 


and quite intent on mowing down 
anything in their way. 

When Gibson recommended that 
Elections Alberta find returning of- 
ficers, Premier Ed Stelmach petu- 
lantly agreed to the request, acting 
as if naming the officers was a minor 
annoyance that he would rather not 
be bothered with. There has been no 
movement since to turn over the job 
to Elections Alberta, and I predict it 
will not happen before the next elec- 
tion, if ever. 

No matter what the Tory members 
of the committee say — and we don’t 
know their reasons for the firing, 
because the committee held that dis- 
cussion in private — the simple fact 
of the matter is that Lorne Gibson 
made the mistake of criticizing the 
government. In a one-party state, 
that's a firing offence. Hope you en- 
joyed your stay, Lorne.

IONLY MET FORMER MLA 
ALICE HANSON DURING HER 
STRUGGLE WITH ALZHEIMER'S, 
BUT IT WAS STILL A PRIVILEGE 
TO KNOW HER 





| As a little girl, Sabrina Hanson used 


to play with her toy Slinky on the 
spiral marble stairway in the Al- 
berta Legislature. She was visiting 
her grandmother, Liberal MLA Alice 
Hanson. 

As Sabrina coaxed the coil down 
the oversized stairs, she caught the 
attention of a security guard. The 
guard decided that the stairway was 
not an appropriate place to go Slinky- 
ing and told young Sabrina to play 
elsewhere. That’s when Alice yelled 
down the stairwell, “Don't you touch 
my granddaughter — she is with me 
and I am working!” 

This story, told to me by Alice’s 
daughter-in-law Laura Kemp-Han- 
son, embodies a trait that Alice ex- 
hibited throughout her life: she was a 
guardian and a protector. 

I met Alice on several occasions, 
but by that time, she had Alzheim- 
ers and | only caught glimpses of 
her true personality. The pictures on 
family bookshelves show a strong 
and vibrant woman, her flaxen hair 
tucked under a hat, standing tall and 
guiding a horse (much as she guided 
so many people throughout her life). 
There was something calming in 
those little smiles she gave me, break- 
ing through her confused stare as she 
sat in her wheelchair. These visits to 
her care facility were the only times 
I met her. She passed away on Feb. 7, 
at the age of 81. 

Alice was the MLA for the now- 
defunct riding of Edmonton-High- 
lands. She won it under the Liberal 
Party banner in 1993. While there, 
she served as the native affairs critic 
and social services critic for the of- 


ficial Opposition» But Alice never

really liked being a critic. “She like 
helping people — she didn't like fight:

She liked the people she 
worked with and didn’t like criticiz 
ing them.” She served as an MLA for 
one term and then she was done 
Alice was also the first facilitator 
of the Boyle Street Co-op.

“This wine tastes like Szechuan 
beef.” That was my rather unflatter- 


ing mini-review of Cabernet Franc 


just a few short months ago. 

Okay, so the wine didn’t really taste 
like Szechuan beef — more like the 
green peppers that usually accom- 
pany it. The wine's spicy quality just 
exacerbated the Chinese food effect. 

Such an experience would be 
enough to turn someone off a grape 
for quite some time. (Well, unless 
you enjoy drinking your takeout.) 
But I found it hard to believe that this 
particular wine was truly representa- 
tive of the variety. 

Determined not to be a varietal 
racist, | gave Cab Franc another go 
— and quickly learned that my gut 
was right; it doesn’t usually taste like 
oriental cuisine 


That green pepper effect is all too 
common in wine made from unripe 
grapes. Plus, Cabernet Franc typi- 
cally is “The Blender” — it's one of 
the world’s most prominent blending 
grapes, rarely playing a starring role. 


The Chinon area in France's 
Loire Valley is the only region truly 
devoted to this grape. I highly 
recommend checking these wines 
out, as they give a very good indica- 
tion of Cabernet Franc’s Old World

And yes, thes 
wines are often unbalanced, will 
one-dimensional flavours and nd 
enough acidity, 

When pairing Cabernet Franc wi! 
food, keep in mind that though 4 
has “Cabernet” in its name, it ist! 
as hearty as Cabernet Sauvignot 
so it doesn’t usually work with realli 
heavy red meat dishes. 

So, try to pick lighter-bodied fa"4 
instead, like poultry or vegetarisi 
dishes; especially light-bodied ve! 
sions could even go with firm-flesh® 
fish like tuna or swordfish. 

Since Cab Franc’s herbaceous qu2! 
ity is often its most predomin® 
feature, it is important to factor ! L 
into any food pairing; herb-flavou 
dishes like rosemary chicken or h 
bed polenta are great choices. 

The wines that fall into the fil 
bodied fruit-bomb realm could p# 
with slightly sweeter sauces 
heavier meats like lamb and game.

“From what I understand, there is 
going to be a lot of fire,” says Nik Ko- 
zub (a.k.a. Nik 7), the vocoding, syn- 
thesizing, high-kicking frontman for 
fdmonton dance-rock sextet Shout 
Out Out Out Out. “I guess we'll see 
what happens beyond that. I’m being 
told that I’m going to get covered in 
some kind of gooey gel and set on 
fire, SO...” 

He trails off, unsure of what will 
come to pass when he and his band- 
mates arrive to film the video for 
“Coming Home,” the first video from 
their soon-to-be-unleashed sopho- 
more album, Reintegration Time. 
The track is an acid space adventure 
featuring word warrior and fellow 
€dmontonian Cadence Weapon. 

As curious as I am to learn how 
the whole gooey fire thing goes 
down, I would be remiss in my du- 
ties as an AGE reporter if I didn’t ac- 
knowledge the fact that, considering 
$04's debut Not Saying/Just Saying 
was nominated for a Juno in 2007, 
nabbed them a spot at Virgin Fest 

| '07 in Baltimore, and gained interna- 
tional traction in the shadowy ether 
we call the blogosphere, there’s quite 
a bit of anticipation surrounding the 
new album’s March 3 release. The 
Pressure is on our hometown boys. 
There, I said it. 

But internet expectations are all 
hypotheticals and conjecture. Far 
more substantial and intriguing is 





how a band with two drummers, a 
penchant for multiple basslines, and 
an obsessive number of synths and 
electronic toys at their disposal cre 
ates its mesmerizing soundscapes 
Kozub explains the process 

“We'll start out by putting together 
the electronic drum and any kind of 
sequenced synth patterns — every- 
thing that’s going to be programmed 
and run as some sort of master 
clock,” he begins. “Once we have a 
form together for the whole song, 
even if it’s as basic a8 drums and a 
synth bassline, then we figure out 
what we can do to add to that and de- 
velop it, like what the drummers are 
going to play that will bring some dy- 
namic to the part. I guess, from our 
experience, it doesn’t really work as 
well if we are all hammering away at 
stuff all at once.” 

It's a paradoxical amount of plan- 
ning and structure for a group that 
has built a reputation on their fe- 
verish live shows. These are events 
where the band has just as much fun 
as the kids on the floor and Kozub is 
likely to throw a few high kicks, end 
ing up in some adrenaline-induced 
back bend. 

“I have no athletic background 
whatsoever,” he admits. “Sometimes 
I'll see photos of the show, and it's 
like, ‘I can’t do that. That’s ridicu- 
lous!’ I don’t really know how the 
high kicks happen.” 

What is a conscious act, however, 
is the seemingly contradictory re- 
lationship between the revelry of 
S$O4's musical style and the self- 
doubt laced through their lyrics. Mis- 
takes, self-loathing, and our inherent 
limitations as human beings are 
subjects that recur throughout their 
work, up to and including Reintegra- 
tion Time. 

“It's always been important to us,

and to me, to have a lyrical element 
that is a little bit juxtaposed against 
the kind of music we're playing,” Ko- 
zub says. “We're playing music that's 
supposed to be fun music, dance 
music, but I can’t really see myself 
lyrically putting something out that's 
just like, ‘Let’s have fun and party.’ 
And I think that (a) it's therapeutic 
and (b) it lessens the load a little bit 
to write a song about how I feel about 





my owmshortcomings. It puts things 
into perspective. Beyond myself and 
the band, I think most people are 
their own worst critic.” 

On the new electro-ride “Bad 
Choices,” Kozub is the first to admit 
he’s not perfect. So what's his worst 
choice? “Starting a band,” he says 
with a laugh. “I think that living a 
life as a working musician is a pretty 
dubious choice. It's led to most of the 


problems | have in my life. But as 
the lyric and the song goes, ‘When I 
make a bad choiee, | always know it’s 
a bad choice.”” 

Hopefully the whole setting-him- 
self-on-fire thing doesn’t end up be- 
ing one of those bad choices. I really 
don’t want the fire department called 
in to put Kozub and band out ... out 
out out, before they get the chance to 
set the whole scene ablaze.

IN HIS PARALLEL LIFE, ROBYN HITCHCOCK SAYS HE'D 
BE AMAD SCIENTIST. IN THIS LIFE, HE'S MERELY 
ROCK’S STRANGEST SONGWRITER 





“This is the most upbeat song I’ve ever written. It’s about death 
by cancer.” — Robyn Hitchcock, introducing “The Yip Song” in 
the 1998 concert film Storefront Hitchcock 


The curious thing is, “The Yip Song” (which Hitchcock dedi- 
cates to his late father) really is one heck of a toe-tapper, espe- 
cially for a song that contains the line “Septicemia always wins.” 
By the time Hitchcock gets through the final chorus — the word 
“yip” repeated over and over again, Hitchcock insistently rat- 
tling off the syllables like an auctioneer seeking the next bidder 
— the audience rewards him with the biggest round of applause 
of the entire show. 

And yet it’s kind of hard to decide just what the song means. Is 
it a celebration of his father’s life, his ability to escape from the 
pain of his final moments on earth within memories of his late 
wife? Is it about Hitchcock's sorrow over seeing his father die? 
(“This old man, he was gone / He was gone and I was sorry.”) 
Or are all those seizure-like nonsense syllables simply Hitch- 
cock’s way of acknowledging human beings’ inability to express 
our emotions in the face of death? Is it all of these things at 
once, or none of them? 

I don't think there's a single song in Robyn Hitchcock's back 
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catalogue — one that stretches all the way back to his work in 
the late 70s with psychedelic punk band The Soft Boys — that 
I haven't puzzled over in much the same way. The man seems 
constitutionally incapable of writing a conventional lyric — per- 
haps the closest thing he’s come to a heartfelt love song is “Tele- 
vision,” from his 2004 album Spooked, a gorgeous serenade 
directed toward an anthropomorphized cathode ray tube. (“Tele- 
vision, murmur to me / Deep inside my room tonight / You're 
the devil's fishbowl, honey / I undress before your light.”) 

Where other singers write about flowers, rainbows, and fast 
cars, Hitchcock returns, album after album, to surreal images of 
plants, vines, insects, frogs, flesh. “Veins of the Queen,” for in- 
stance, is an extended daydream about travelling through Queen 
Elizabeth's bloodstream, “tunnelling down their beauteous 
sheen.” He's interested in sex and death, but more as biological 
functions than emotional events. His songs are frequently fun- 
ny — “My Wife and My Dead Wife,” from 1985, is about a man 
haunted by the ghost of his dead wife as he putters around the 
house — but there's always an undercurrent of pain or yearning 
that keeps them from seeming merely like jokey novelty songs. 
Those who think of Hitchcock as merely “eccentric” just aren't 
listening closely enough. 

And there's arguably never been a better time to start listening 
to Robyn Hitchcock. He’s just released a solid new album, Good- 
night Oslo, with his all-star backing band The Venus 3 (which 
features R.€.M.'s Peter Buck, Scott McCaughey of Young Fresh 


Fellows, and Bill Rieflin of Ministry) — one of the disc’s high 
lights is “Up to Our Nex,” the song Hitchcock wrote and per 
formed especially for the reception scene in Jonathan Demme’ 
film Rachel Getting Married. Meanwhile, Yep Roc Records has 
been conducting a massive Hitchcock archaeology project, r¢ 
issuing his old CDs as well as new collections of rarities and 
early material. 

I spoke with Hitchcock last week from his home in London, 
England, during a brief break in his European tour. As youl 
see, he more than lived up to his reputation as one of the rock 
world’s virtuoso conversationalists. 


SEE Magazine: What was the inspiration for Goodnight Oslo’ 
Was it a theme? A sound? Oris there even such a thing as “hav 
ing an idea for an album”? Is an album just what happens whet 
you have 10 or 12 songs that you like? 

Robyn Hitchcock: There may be such a thing, but | thir 
that process happened more or less backwards with Goodnigi! 
Oslo. It began with the usual impulse, the instinct to recor 
in much the same way that a hen goes onto the straw to |1 
its eggs or a cat treads down the blanket before lying down - 
“making biscuits,” | think they call it in the States — or amy 
other animal settles down into its rooting place before goité 
into one of its essential activities. I'll find I’ve written som 
songs and have some musicians coming around, and I'll know 
that some gigs or a record will come out of that, because thats 
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what we do. 

But that’s simply how the album came to be. In terms of 
emes, I think there is a theme to the record, but | only no- 
iced it when it was done — it seems to be about celebrating and 
mourning saying goodbye to certain habits, certain ways of see- 
g things, certain ways of doing things. It’s about how it's excit- 
g to go somewhere else, but very sad to have to go where you 
gre or What you've been or what you know. 

SEE: Do you think you were responding to something in the 
outer world that was turning your mind in this direction, or was 
there something going on in your personal life? 

RH: They probably echo each other. You have global crises 
and weather conditions, and then you have your own small mi- 
rocosmic ones. My own emotional weather was probably re- 
sponding to the great noises of life around me. 

SEE: Do you think your younger self would have been sur- 
prised to hear the music you're making nowadays? 

RH: | imagine my 20-year-old self would have been quite dis- 
ppointed to hear what I’m doi g now. 1 assumed that I would 
probably mellow out, even tho e idea of mellowing out was 
not something I liked the to I was not a fan of laid- 
back, West Coast, Waste Coast music. I didn’t like easy-groovin’ 
funk and soulful country rock and all the rest of it. | liked The 
Beatles and The Velvet Underground — | liked something that 
ad some spark and didn't feel too sorry for itself. 


SEE: Is that really how you'd describe what you're doing now? 
Do you feel it lacks some kind of spark? 
RH: Well, I mean that in the sense of being feisty. I don’t think 
y stuff is uninspired, and it’s not wasted. It’s not the product 
of being worn out by drugs or alcohol abuse. That's not to say | 
aven't had involvement with those things, but I don’t think I’ve 
llattened my batteries by doing too much of certain things. It's 
st that there was a sort of supernova when I was growing up 
the late "60s. I was 14 when Sgt. Pepper and Are You Experi- 
enced? and Piper at the Gates of Dawn came out, and the reac- 
fon from that supernova was the beginning of a long hangover, 
long period of people who “just couldn't get it together, man.” 
And punk came along in the late ’70s to kick through that — this 
ew generation who didn’t want that hangover. 
| didn’t want that hangover either, but I was too far along the 
ail of what I wanted to do to embrace punk. I couldn't pre- 
nd to be musically illiterate — I was trying to work out three- 
art harmonies and I was working with musicians who were 
nuch better than me in an attempt to produce my version of the 
vay I thought music should have gone in the late ’60s, which 
as to carry on doing psychedelically intricate pop. The world 
asn't quite ready for it, though, and The Soft Boys weren't 
rong enough to cut through that barrier, but that’s what we 
vere trying to do. The wind was against us, and we capsized. 
ut we washed ashore and founded our little colonies here and 
nere and married local people and spawned and grew our yams 
nd sold them in the big city under different guises in the ’80s 
d 90s, 

€€: Do you remember the first song you heard that you rec- 
nized as a created thing, as something someone had sat down 
nd chosen melody and invented the rhymes? 
RH: No, I don’t think I realized people wrote them! I remem- 
walking around, trying to make up a guitar instrumental in 
) head and realizing af know how you did it. I didn’t think 
suing or chen ase 
obDyl 
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RH: I think so. Looking at the notebooks, I think most of 
them don't get very far. I sort of wish I abandoned more, in a 
way. You know, it's quite easy to write a song that isn’t bad but 
isn't good. I’ve probably recorded about 400 songs and ttiere 
are probably 50 of them that are clearly better than the rest. I 
wouldn't mind just losing the other 350 and trading them for 
another 25 really good ones. And then I would leave this legacy 
of songs that was high-grade, if not high in number, and then 
people wouldn't have to kind of pan for the good stuff. But that's 
the trouble: when you're writing a song, you don’t know how 
good it is, or if it's going to last. 

SEE: Is there any aspect of songwriting that you wish you 
were more skilled at? 

RH: It's quite easy for me to start something; it’s harder to 
finish it. I would probably rather write three songs and then not 
really arrange them properly than sit down and write one really 
good one. Ideas proliferate for me pretty fast. Ideas are easier 
than realities — of course they are, because they don’t have to be 
concrete. An idea can live in a vacuum, really. It'll get out one 
day. [Pause.] I think a great ability to have as a songwriter would 
be to accelerate the process of maturing the song so that as you 
write it, you arrange it. And as you write it, you know how it will 
sound to other people's ears and how it will run off your tongue 
the easiest when you're singing it. I'll often realize 10 years 
down the line that I have rearranged a song and streamlined it

and edited it, and I'll wonder why | didn't do that back then. I 
could have shaved 20 seconds off it and made it a stronger song. 


I suppose what I’m saying is that I wish I had instant hindsight! ; 


Of course, that doesn't apply just to songwriting. . 
SEE: So much of your work — and I don’t know if this is con- 
scious or unconscious on your part — strikes me as an effort 
to avoid writing songs on conventional topics. There are very 
few conventional expressions of love on your albums, very few 
overtly political songs, very few “come on, let's rock” rave-ups. 
They're more about startling images, strange juxtapositions of 


words — they remind me more of poetry than pop song fyrics - 


in that way. 

RH: I'm glad, because that was one of my driving forces: to 
avoid writing clichés. I didn’t want to write the kind of default 
lyrics you always found in pop songs. I was a bit of a snob, I 
suppose, but there was so much crap around to sneer at. Now 
there were also excellent, brilliant, inspiring, beautiful, living, 
jewelled, divine, starry, exotic, erotic, palpable lyrics — lyrics 
to live for and die for, from people like Captain Beefheart, Syd 
Barrett, Lou Reed. They really could write great lyrics. They 
were the floodgate that Bob Dylan opened. Maybe a lot of gar- 
bage spewed out as well, but that was the school I wanted to 
belong to. I didn’t want to write the kind of song that people 
could drink Bud Lite to, or girls who use lots of depilatories and 
deodorants could undulate to, or that the silent majority could 
copulate to, or “Here's one for driving to church” or “Here's 
one for going to the bathroom,” or “Here’s one for a hang- 
over.” I suppose I'm being snobbish, but I just did not want to 
do that. 

SEE: If you had to, would you rather write a children’s album 
“ie a Christmas album? 

RH: | like the idea of what you could do to a Christmas al- 
bum, but I think my stuff would probably be oa 
children’s album. People often come up to me and say, “I 
your songs to my daughter all the time. Her favourite song is....’ 
And it'll be gorge ty a ae wouldn't 





least a very specialized one. I’m writing about the adult with 
the eye of a child — | react to life with the camera lens of a 
child, albeit a rather world-weary one at times. Or I did. I’m 
not sure if I still do; | thought for a long time that my songs 
were about the shock of existence. You're this speck of life, this 
spirit, and then you're in this strange flesh machine and deal- 
ing with these bizarre demands it makes of you. Humans do re- 
ally quite unreasonable and cruel or sordid or disgusting things, 
but it's all part of being. To answer your question, though, I 
think my stuff is more likely to be put on a children’s album, 
but I could have a lot of fun fucking around with a Christmas 
album. /Laughs.] 

SEE: Would you say you're more scientifically minded or 
more superstitious? 

RH: Essentially, I'm rational. But superstition has a lot of po- 
etry in it, and science tends to be put in a jargon-y, dry way 
— which you need to understand it. | like science, but you need 
to be good at math to pursue science. So | wound up in arts 
at school because | was better at words. In my parallel life, I 
would have been a scientist rather than an artist. When [Was a 
kid, I used to see myself as being a sort of mad scientist when | 
grew up. 

SEE: Have you ever gone into analysis? Does that world hold 
any appeal for you? 

RH: No, | haven't been in analysis. I've talked to people from

time to time when it seemed good simply to talk to someone 
who you don’t know, who isn't a professional. Like everybody, 


_I need to know myself a certain amount, but I'm not sure I 


need to know too much about it. To some extent, that’s what 
my songs are doing for me — they're giving me an overview of 
my life that I’m only getting 10 or 20 years later. They’re a kind 
of map or snapshot or warning that I usually don't heed at the 


; time, but which I look back.on and think, “Oh’God, | was telling 


myself that!” I think my songs are wiser than | am. abe. know 
a lot more than I do. 

SEE; What would you say your influence has been on the mu- 
sic scene? Would you be surprised if a young musician told you 
that you had been an inspiration to him the way, say, Syd Barrett 
had been to you? 

RH: I'd be really pleased! I know I have influenced some peo- 
ple — I know that | am part of a chain. That's what culture is — 
we live and die but no one death finishes our culture off. It's pos- 
sible we will finish our culture off if we cause enough of a global 
catastrophe and all that will be left are confusing myths about 
life before the flood. But in the meantime, the culture is what 
does live, and as an artist, even if your specific art is forgotten 
or your name is forgotten, you've still been part of that process 
whereby people think and feel and have some kind of wisdom. 
What is the culture? Is it a dream, is it the unconscious, it 
some kind of river that flows through all our lives? I am part 
of that. As an artist, you know that you're not going ] 
you want to shake hands with the future in some wz 
to be one of those hands thrusting something out, like | 
through bars, reaching out to a free | 
know — “Here lam!

After playing with Soilwork for 
over a decade, contributing to the 
band’s most successful albums and 
playing to upwards of 20,000 fans at 
the height of their popularity, Wich- 
ers suddenly left the band in 2005 
and moved to the U.S. “The never- 


| ending tour schedule was a problem 


for me,” he explains. “A lot of things 
had happened in my life around that 
time, so it made a nine-month tour 
stretch difficult to cope with. | was 
completely burnt out. At the time, I 
never thought I wanted to be on the 
road ever again. Everybody under- 
stood — it’s not easy to be on the road 
that much. | also wanted to focus on 
production, which I have been doing 


| since I left.” 


Upon his departure, Wichers start- 
ed working with American metal 
bands in Nashville. In addition to 
producing with All That Remains, he 
contributed to Nuclear Blast's 20th 
anniversary compilation in 2006 
with longtime Soilwork teammate, 
frontman Bjorn Strid. 

“Me and Bjorn kept in touch since I 
left,” Wichers says. “We both wanted 
to work together at some point. We 
had talked about doing something 
on the side, like a new band. One 
day after [guitarist Ola Frenning] 
had left, Bjorn approached me about 
going back.” 

So in late 2008, four years after 
his departure, Wichers announced 
he was rejoining Soilwork. As for

“That’s an understate 
ment, I would say,” Wichers says 
“Some bands have their own kind of 
American mix to it, and others are 
totally ripping off Swede sounds. In 
a way, I think it’s cool, because now tt 
seems the kids in Europe are digging 
what American metal bands are do- 
ing — it’s fresh for them because a lot 
of people in Europe have heard the 
Swedish and Scandinavian sound for 
along time before it got popular her¢. 
It's not that different from whats 
happened in the past, with Britisl 
metal influencing American metél 
and vice versa, going back and forth 
It's a change in generation, a change 
in style. I think it keeps it interesting, 
because who wants to listen to the 
same kind of music all the time?”

Classroom at your fingertips 


Athabasca University tries to make courses more au dilable, no matter where students live and work 


Tony Tin taps the buttons on a brand 
new iPhone while a dozen or so students 
look on eagerly. What's got their attention 
on this cold January morning in Lac La 
Biche, Alta., isn’t the cool app of the 
moment or the latest offering from Kelly 
Clarkson. It’s a lesson in workplace English. 

“Our ESL students have a good knowI- 
edge of basic English,” says Tin, “But what 
we're trying to do is give them a good 
grounding in English used in the work- 
place. And that can be quite different.” 

Tin is an Athabasca University (AU) 
researcher with a special interest in adapt- 
ing technologies for use in distance learn- 
ing. In Northern Alberta, that means using 
technology like the iPhone to bring the 
classroom to the students, either at home, in 
a work camp or in a remote native village. 

That's the focus of Athabasca University’s 
three-year Learning Communities Project, an 
ambitious plan to bring university level 
courses to the student, no matter where 
they live and work. The project was 
sparked by a personal donation from Allan 
Markin, the chair of Canadian Natural 
Resources, a company that employs thou- 
sands of Canadians at its worksites in north- 
em Alberta. 

“A more educated workforce benefits 
workers, communities and the province,” 
said Markin, whose company’s Horizon 
Project worksite was the focus of phase one 
of the Learning Communities project. 

The scope of the challenge at first may 
seem daunting as most of its target students 
already have full-time jobs, often involving 


overtime in very remote places. The work- 
force is often transitory, with more than 50 
per cent of the workers coming from out of 
province. Those circumstances don’t leave a 
lot of time for education 

“We learned a lot from the Horizon site. 
says Lori van Rooijen, AU’s vice-president of 
Advancement and co-leader of the Learning 
Communities project. “There are a number 
of barriers to education we need to over 
come as we head into the next phase. The 
sheer size of the region, the diversity of the 
workforce, the special needs and conditions 
that exist among aboriginal communities 
and workers all require unique approaches 
There is no one size fits all.” 

Using the iPhone could be called a 
unique approach. It was never designed for 
post-secondary course delivery. It's a phone 
after all. But where there’s a will — and a 
curious mind like Tin’s — there's always a 
way. ; 

“Our remote technologies component is 
vital to the success of Learning 
Communities,” says van Rooijen. “We have 
to make education as accessible and easy to 
use as possible. One of our goals is to have 
our course content instantly available on 
devices that most people carry around with 
them, like cellphones and PDAs” 

Now that phase one of Learning 
Communities is complete, the project is 
looking to expand into other rural commu- 
nities in Northern Alberta. That will require 
partnerships with other educational institu- 
tions to help develop material and deliver 
courses to a widely scattered student body

‘Everything we've done to date indicates 
that the concept will work,” says van 
Rooijen. “What we're doing now is partner- 
ing with Alberta North technical and com- 
munity colleges, and rural and remote com- 
munities to identify need — who should be 
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involved and how to engage the communi- 
ty in learning.” 

She says the overall goal is to make it as 
easy as possible for remote students from a 
logistical point of view. The rest is up to 
them.

Business training at 
Northern Lakes College 


The Workforce Development department 
of Northern Lakes College (NLC) is quite 
the beehive of activity. Staff there is con- 
stantly finding ways to help businesses with 
training. Whatever it takes to bring a course 
to the people who need it, they do it. 

You've probably heard of some of them, 
maybe even taken them or arranged for 
your employees to. 

For example, there’s the Essential Skills 
series aimed at supervisors. There are four 


or five of these extension certificate pro- 
grams, “that focus specifically on leadership 
training,” explains Workforce Development 
Co-ordinator, Edith Mackenzie. 

Essential Skills for Supervisors is one 
that’s been going on for several years. It 
consists of nine courses, each lasting two 
days, including Supervision, 
Communication, Resolving Conflict and 
Performance Management.

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For those who liked what they saw in 
that program, NLC offers Advanced Skills 
for Leadership, with such course titles as 
Setting Team Goals, Facilitation Skills and 
Adyanced Communication — Powerful 
Presentations Made Easy. 

There’s yet another certificate program 
for supervisors called Safety Skills. It offers 
a range of courses on safety from the 
point of view of the supervisors who bear 
overall responsibility for making sure 
workers know what’s what and how and 
when to do it. There are courses on 
Occupational Health and Safety legislation, 
hazard assessment and control, incident 
reporting, how to create a safety culture 
and more. 

The Essential Skills series continues with 
one for administrative assistants. These are 
of course the folks that support those 
supervisors mentioned above, and who 
would be involved in the implementation 
of many of the safety or other workplace 
programs. Their courses cover such areas 
as Customer service, business writing, 
problem solving, time management and 
conflict resolution. 

Northern Lakes College offers those four 
programs regularly where there’s the most 
demand — principally at Slave Lake, 
Whitecourt, Grande Prairie and Fort 
McMurray — and elsewhere according to 
demand. 

“If you can’t make it in, we can come to 
you,” says one of the NLC brochures. 

That could be the slogan for any num- 
ber of other business training courses the 
college offers. They come up according to 
demand and the locations vary a great 
deal. Mackenzie says that many such 
courses may be company-specific, mean-

ing that if a company has enough people 
to put through a course, the college will 
arrange it just for that company. Or, the 
demand may come from a community that

Other examples of special courses

Yet another was called ‘writing effective 
policies and procedures. 

Ideas for new courses, Mackenzie says. 
come “from our customers. We're talking 
to businesses all the time about what they 
want or need.” 

Other ideas come directly from students 
in courses. Sometimes people just call up 
with ideas or requests 

One thing not to get hung up on 
Mackenzie says, is a geographical region 
The college is ready to go where it needs 
to go to deliver these courses, within rea- 
son 

“Typically, in workforce development 
there are no fixed boundaries,” she says.

With their straight-up, soaring rock sound, 7 And 7 Is are an oddity on the quirky, proudly ragged Edmonton 
indie music landscape. I'm not a huge fan of this genre, but | can't deny the sincerity and conviction they 
put into every song; they never sound cliched, and Sean Foster's distinctive vocals help them stand out 
from other U2-styled rock groups. They're best known these days as the first band to tour Cuba, and after checking out videos of that 
tour, their music seems more affecting live than it does on disc — not that Spoils of the Empire isn't a skillful, well-produced disc, but 
their mid-tempo dramatics make more sense in a concert setting. (Check out the new rockumentary Una Vez Por La Vida to see them in 
action, playing Fidel Castro's home turf.) 

Spoils opens with “Lower than Low,” a driving rock song full of well-placed handclaps, guitar solos, and Foster's signature wail. It's a 
good introduction to the band, but “Evil Dreams” cements things with synth-strings and electronics fleshing out a catchy, energetic 
melody. (“Clockwork" and “Brace Yourself" are two other standouts.) The album is certainly worth a listen for genre fans or those won- 
dering about Edmonton's varied indie scene, but their epic hi-fi sounds may keep indie purists and lo-fi diehards at arm's length.

Back when he was calling himself Fatboy Slim, Norman Cook made records that sounded like a smart 
guy's impression of the kind of dance music that dumb people like to listen to. Now, with/ Think We're 
Gonna Need a Bigger Boat — which labours under a cumbersome title, a whole lot of guest stars, and a 
needlessly coy fake backstory (the sleeve claims the tracks were produced by Cook and Simon Thornton “sometime during the '70s") 
— Cook may have outsmarted even himself. Except for the covers that bookend the disc (Iggy Pop doing The Monochrome Set's “He's 
Frank” and Olly Hite doing Nick Lowe's “So It Goes”), each track was co-written with a different performer. At best, the results are glossy 
Britpop like Justin Robertson's “Island”; at worst you get misfires like “Spade” (a gracelessly titled attempt at rocksteady from Martha 
Wainwright) or “Toe Jam” (an ungainly collaboration with Dizzee Rascal that may be the worst song David Byrne has ever recorded). 
The title of Ashley Beedle’s contribution — “Should | Stay Or Should | Blow" — gives you an idea of the album’s level of wit.

=, The debut album from N.A.S.A. (the two-man team of DJs Zegon and Squeak E. Clean) features literally 
more high-profile guest stars than this review has space to document.

Girl Talk, who gets similar mileage using dozens and dozens of samples. N.A.S.A. has a good enough Rolodex to get the real thing.

Sometimes | experience music in terms the video it will produce. Call it a weird kind of MTV-induced syn- | 
esthesia. “Entertainment,” the first track on Acres of Lions’ new disc Working, gives me visions of the band 
standing atop a cliff, playing out over the ocean, with sweeping pans and crashing waves synced up with the 
drum beats. After those ringing vibrations from the anthemic opener die down, these four pop-punk dudes from Victoria take it down off 
the cliff and get a little grittier — think a small, yet relatively clean club for a performance video. The “Closer” treatment would involve lots 
of shots of swinging guitars with plenty of cutaways to happy people drinking and singing along. The point is, there's nothing bad here, 
but nothing new. Acres of Lions will hide in most iPods unnoticed. With pleasant melodies that sometimes drift, sometimes drive and Jeff

Lukas Moodysson's Lilja 4-Ever is 
a fairly undisguised polemic against 
a lot of things (neglectful parents, 
the abuse of sex trade workers, and 
human trafficking, to name a few), 
but its most compelling argument 
is more unexpected: it puts the foot 
down, once and for all, on chilly 
weather. Everyone in this movie 
complains about being freezing cold 
at all times, from the lippy 16-year- 
old Lilja, to her club-hopping and 
sometime-prostitute friend Natasha, 
to the various other ruffians caus- 
ing a ruckus in their bombed-out 
neighbourhood in Estonia. And they 
look it, too, shivering and grimacing 
all the while. I mean, I’m definitely 
against people being kidnapped and 
forced to sleep with strangers all day, 
but at the very least could we get 
them some jackets? 

Like all tragedies, Lilja's begins with 
a missed opportunity. In her case, it’s 
the promise of moving to America 
with her mother and stepfather; cer- 
tain that she'll be gone by the week- 
end, Lilja (Oksana Akinshina) starts 
mouthing off to everyone she can in 
anticipation of the better life await- 
ing her. But at the last minute her 
mother tells her that she must wait 
behind — at least until they are sure 
America is the right fit for the family. 
This, of course, means that Lilja will 


never see her mother again, but since 
she is a character in a film, and not 
watching one, the poor girl doesn't 
realize it until their car pulls away, at 
which point all she can do is collapse 
into the mud, sobbing. 

From here, she’s dealt a string of 
increasingly cruel blows that begins 
with her predatory aunt shipping 
her off to a filthy, much tinier apart- 
ment and sees her through becom- 
ing a prostitute and eventually being 
tricked into joining an underground 
sex ring in Sweden. The only positive 
force in her life is Volodya (Artyom 
Bogucharsky), a 12-year-old boy who 
sleeps on her couch back home in 
Estonia and fantasizes about the day 
when he can shoot hoops with a real 
basketball and not a busted pop can. 
(Then again, he also introduces her 
to the joys of sniffing glue — so he’s 
not exactly a pristine role model.) 

In addition to vilifying the cold, 
Moodysson does a good job showing 
how filthy life can be in the forgotten 
corners of the former U.S.S.R. Lilja 
complains about her apartment, but 
the bullet holes in the building's dry- 
wall don’t even draw a second glance; 
similarly, a glancing mention that a 
character is wearing “real Nikes” is 
all it takes to know that he's a big 
shot. There's also a nice recurring 
symbol in the McDonald's logo, both 
as a beacon of Western life and as 
proof of how flimsy and insubstan- 
tial that promise can be 

Far less successful, however, is his 
treatment of people, who often come 
across as sketches, and not particu- 
larly sympathetic ones at that. Lilja 
remains something of a non-entity 
throughout, which is really saying 
something considering how easy it 
is for audiences to sympathize with 
a rape victim — you end up being 
shocked more at the places her pimp

drives her to (a swimming pool, a 
supermarket) than at anything Ak- 
inshina actually emotes. 

There's also the sizable flaw in the 
film’s structure. By the time Lilja 
actually gets to Sweden, there's less 
than half an hour left; though it’s 
clearly where Moodysson_intend- 
ed to go all along, these climactic 


scenes feel oddly tacked-on. And the 
less said about the extended dream 
sequence where Lilja and Volodya 
grow wings and talk like angels, 
the better. 

In terms of drawing attention to 
the plight of kidnapped sex work- 
ers, Lilja 4-Ever (which came out 
in 2002, but is only now making its 


debut on Edmonton movie screens) 
has its heart in the right place. Bu 
mostly | was reminded of Giuseppe 
Tornatore’s The Unknown Woman 
which played in Edmonton last sum 
mer and generated a far more viscer 
al — not to mention lasting — outrage 
from essentially the same subject 
matter.

What movie deserves credit for 
kickstarting the modern indie-film 
movement? According to conven- 
tional wisdom, it’s John Sayles’ 1980 
ensemble drama Return of the Se- 
caucus Seven, although many cin- 
ema historians would argue the case 
for Jim Jarmusch’s Stranger Than 
Paradise (1984), Susan Seidelman’s 
Smithereens (1982), or even Steven 
Soderbergh’s 1989 Cannes sensation

But a lovingly assembled new 
DVD set puts forward a candidate 
that predates all of them: The Whole 
Shootin’ Match, shot in 1978 in and 
around Austin, Texas on a budget 
of roughly $20,000 by a self-styled 
writer/director who called himself 
Eagle Pennell. (His real name was 
Glenn Pinnell, but he changed it as a 
joint tribute to Bonnie and Clyde di- 
rector Arthur Penn and Ross Pennel, 
the character Harry Carey Jr. played 
in John Ford’s cavalry drama She 
Wore a Yellow Ribbon.) 

Not only was Pennell’s film an ar- 
listic success on its own merits, but 
1t also pointed the way toward a vi- 
able regional American cinema tak- 
ing root in places other than the ur- 
ban centres of Los Angeles and New 
York.

But Frank isn't paying much at- 
tention to the movie — he’s too busy 
complaining about Paulette spray- 
ing him with bug repellent, hooting 
at the couple making out a few cars 
over, or telling Paulette with a grin 
that Robert Newman is actually no 
taller than 5'2” and “as bald as a bil- 
liard ball.” (It was that dopey grin 
that finally reminded me where I'd 
seen Davis before — I’m embarrassed 
to say the movie was Trancers II, in 
which he plays a simple-minded se- 
curity guard.) 

Pennell stages the whole scene in 
a single five- or six-minute take, his 
camera planted by the driver's side 
window of Frank's pickup truck like 
a drive-in speaker; a decision that 
seems dictated more by technical 
limitations than a conscious effort at 
directorial minimalism. (1 wouldn't 
be surprised to learn Pennell shot 
the entire scene indoors in front of 
a black curtain with an offscreen 
floor lamp simulating the light from 
the drive-in movie screen.) But 
there isn’t a single dead moment in 
the entire scene — the two actors 
fill every second with such squab- 
bling, joking vitality that you don’t 
need to see anything else. Not even 
Robert Newman. 

The film’s other major character is 
Loyd (Lou Perryman), Frank's friend 
and his partner on a long series of 
ill-fated business ventures, which in- 
clude everything from raising chin- 
chillas to selling flying squirrels to 
sealing windows with polyurethane.

Unreli- 
able, temperamental, 
diminished, at 
homeless, Pennell would squeeze 
out three more feature films, none 
of them particularly distinguished, 
before his death in 2002 at the age 
of 50. 

Perhaps that’s why Pennell shows 
such affection for the lovable losers

Match; maybe he had some vague 
presentiment that in this world, 
everybody loses, and that even at 
their lowest point, Frank and Loyd 
could never lose in as spectacular 
and solitary a fashion as he himself 
someday would.

Nalin travels to several rural heal- 
ing centres throughout India where 
we see Ayurveda practitioners inter- 
act with patients, discuss their work, 
and demonstrate the many different 
healing modalities that exist within 
the Ayurvedic framework. For Na- 
lin’s subjects, Ayurveda is not only 
the science of medicine, but also the 
art of how to live, the art of being.

tive is vast, but its tone is reassuring 
and intimate.

specifics of the plot (two strangers 
meet on a train leaving Los Angeles 
in 1940),

He’s making the right decision, of 
course, though the more the three 
tell me about the piece, the more 
I believe that at its core, Nibroc is 
absolutely about the budding ro- 
mance between Burgess's Raleigh 
and Connor's May. Setting and plot 
— integral as they may be for market- 
ing purposes — seem kind of beside 
the point 

There's not much in the way of 


| conventional narrative to begin with:

the play consists entirely of three 
conversations between 
Raleigh and May, only the first of 
which occurs on the train. It turns 
out that the two grew up in neigh- 
bouring towns in Kentucky, though 
they come from opposing circum- 
stances: he a poor, would-be writer 
who's been kicked out of the military 
after they discover he has epilepsy 
(or, as the play calls it, “the fits”), she 
firmly middle class and on her way 
to becoming a missionary. But Bur- 
gess cautions against trying to tease 
out too much information from their 
appearances. 

“It's funny, because they’re both 
just real people,” he says. “They're 
onstage way too long to reduce them 
to types. [Raleigh] is really sincere 
about listening to people, he really 
wants to do something good in the 
world, and he gives people a lot of 
chances... It’s like, what do you like 





or dislike about your best friend? 
“Well, he’s kind of nice, but he’s kind 
of a dick...”” 

It's precisely that fullness in the 
characters — how they listen to and 
process what the other person is 
saying, how they struggle to reveal 
only the most likeable aspects of 
their personalities — that gives the 
play its momentum. And it’s not like 
there's a shortage of things to talk 
about: in addition to growing up in 
Kentucky and that whole Second 
World War thing, the train they're 
on happens to be transporting the 
dead bodies of both F. Scott Fitzger 
ald and Nathanael West, who died 
on successive days in December 
1940 

But even these details are periph 
eral: to repeat, the play is firmly 
about love. Real love, mind you, the 
kind that's sloppy and confusing and 
difficult to hold onto — not what 
you see in, say, a certain critically 
acclaimed, Oscar-hoarding, Indian 
game-show film. 

“The whole play is about the char 
acters having to work really, really 
hard to make a relationship together, 
and even to realize that they're in 
love with each other,” Burgess says 
“I just saw Slumdog Millionaire last 
night. It’s fun, but the love is. taken 
for granted: ‘She is your destiny. Ac- 
cept this premise.’ And then there’ 
all these obstacles to their getting 
together. This [play] is about them 
having to make compromises, and 
forgive things they don't like about 
the other person.” 

“They're two flawed people,” 
Sproule adds, “but they're decent 
people. And sometimes it's nice 
to spend time with some decent 
people.”

David Hoffos’ Talk Was Boffo

This week Jill and Mandy delve 
into the fantastical world of David 
Hoffos, who gave a fascinating talk 
last Friday at the Harcourt House 
Arts Centre. 


Jill: Much of Edmonton's film and 
art enthusiasts huddled tightly in- 
side Harcourt House's main gallery 
space Friday evening to hear David 
Hoffos talk about his world, his life, 
his work, and his magical dioramas. 
Was it worth such close quarters, 
Mandy? 

Mandy: Absolutely. David Hoffos 
is a wonderful public speaker. I re- 
member going to a talk he gave at the 
university a few years ago, and hav- 
ing my mind and eyes exploded by 
his work for the first time. He uses 
techniques from all over the creative 
map, fusing film, sculpture, audio, 
and installation to create some very 
true and yet otherworldly experi- 
ences. Hoffos is currently teaching 
a workshop at FAVA, and this artist 
talk was arranged partly to comple- 
ment and anticipate the art that 
would come out of that class and 
be featured in its corresponding 
exhibition. 

Jill: The lecture spanned Hoffos’ 
entire career; he even showed some 
work from his childhood. He ex- 
pressed his longtime love of cinema 
and his early desire to attend film 
school; when that didn’t work out 
for him, his second choice was to go 
‘o art school and pursue the moving 
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picture through those channels 
Mandy: He's an artistic hybrid — 
film and visual art, together at last 
It was great to see that earlier work, 
where young Hoffos is using his 
childhood toys to make these super- 
developed environments. This is a 
part of why I think I like his current 
work so much. Looking at his film/ 
light installations is like this very in- 
tense examination and celebration of

It's great because 
it's completely recognizable. | might 
even go so far to say universal: we've 
almost all been just “some girl” or 
“some guy” at some point in our ro- 
mantic lives. Haven't we? 

The play centres around Guy, a 
semi-successful writer who, while 
on the verge of matrimonial bliss, 
decides he should make a cross- 
country road trip to visit some girls 
— some ex-girlfriends, that is. Just to 
clear the air, he says — or perhaps to 
make sure he’s not missing out. His 
motives are complex, and they get 
darker as the play progresses. And 
fortunately for us, the women don't 
hold back. What we get is a madden- 
ing, explosive, funny, and poignant 
exploration of romance for the ro- 
mantically challenged 

The wonderful Christopher Schulz 
plays Guy, and I’m not sure if it says 
more about me or the play to say 
that’s he's entirely engaging and love- 
able despite his constant machina- 
tions and general horribleness.

Raboud is gorgeously vulnerable as 
Sam, the woman who never got clo- 
sure from her high school love.

The cast is directed by the multi- 
talented Trevor Schmidt, who also 
designed the set and costumes, and 
deftly navigates the emotional land- 
scape of both women and men while 
giving LaBute’s words their full due.

| Director James MacDonald has a 
| confession to make about his feel- 
ings regarding The Citadel’s upcom- 
| ing production of Julius Caesar. 
| “It sounds kind of simplistic to say 
| this,” he says, “but I appreciate the 
| fact that it does have a thriller aspect 
| to it.” 

He is, of course, referring to the 


fact that the play revolves around an 
assassination plot, the basis of many 
But before 
you go accusing him of not valuing 
Shakespeare's dialogue, consider 
that the play has long been conside- 
red one of the Bard's more accessible 
works. “The way that he uses langua- 
ge in this play is quite well known,” 
MacDonald says, “and | think [the 
reason for that] is because someti- 
mes Shakespeare can be obscure and 
this play isn’t obscure at all — it's very 
clear and to the point. There are lofty 
ideas that are presented, but they're 
presented in such a way that make 
them very understandable.” 

This production of Julius Caesar 
is MacDonald's second ... er, stab at 
the play, having helmed an outdoor 
version more than 10 years ago for 
the River City Shakespeare Festival. 
He thinks bringing it inside allows 
for more effective storytelling. “One 
of the things that appeals most to me 
about this production,” he says, “is 
there's a lot more intimate human 
emotion that's conveyed in the play.

“Coming back to it, I think I sur 
prised myself in how much | appre 
ciated and enjoyed the second half of 
the play. People are always baffled by 
the fact that this play is called Julius 
Caesar when the title character gets 
killed at the halfway point. What | 
found really interesting about ex 
ploring it this time was looking into 
the cost of this assassination on the 
people that perpetrated it, specifica 
lly on Brutus and Cassius. They do it 
at great personal gamble and at great 
personal expense.” 

It is also in the aftermath of 
Caesar's murder that MacDonald 
thinks the play achieves much of its 
dramatic power, “One of the things 
that I discovered this time is how 
much mourning there is in the play 
and how important the honesty o! 
the mourning is. Maybe I’m just a 
bit more reflective, but there’s some- 
thing that appeals to me about the 
honest emotions that the characters 
undergo when they're mourning 
other characters in the play.” 

For this production, the set design 
and wardrobe have been contempo- 
rized to create a world akin to Ro- 
man society but set in modern times 
“We've had a lot of fun with creating 
this world,” MacDonald says. “The- 
re are what I hope are bold choices 
made across the board in the de- 
sign and I feel like all those choices 
are made with a complete fidelity to 
the play and to the text.... The great 
compliment is always “Wow, that was 
Shakespeare? I understood every 
word of it.’” 

And in the end, it’s people’s enjoy- 
ment of the play that matters mos! 
“I want people to be thrilled,” he 
says. “I'll be honest: there’s not a lot 
of laughs in this play, but hopefully 
it can inspire some fear and some 
thrills and some emotional reaction 
as well.”

Marriage: It’s An Institute You Can Disparage

In his new book Marriage and Vio- 
lence: The Early Modern Legacy, 
Davis Fran Dolan (a professor of 
English at the University of Califor- 
nia) explores how history has shaped 
modern ideas of marriage — and more 
specifically, the idea that in marriage, 
two become one. Of course, this view 
of marriage begs the question: which 
one of you do you become? I recently 
spoke with Dolan about the concept 
of “unity of person” and how it may 
be creating a social divide. 

Josey Vogels: How has history spe- 
cifically shaped our current model of 
coupledom and marriage? 

Davis Fran Dolan: The very par- 
ticular circumstances of 16th- and 
17th-century (or “early modern”) 
English culture, which is then trans- 


ported to Colonial America — and 
Canada — through English books, 
laws, and customs created a (usu- 
ally unacknowledged) legacy that 
still shapes how we describe what it 
means to be in a couple. 

I am particularly interested in 
three sources of this idea that “two 
become one”: The Biblical figuration 
of marriage as the fusion of two per- 
sons into one flesh; the idea under 
common law that husband and wife 
achieve “unity of person,” an idea 
that was always a legal fiction and has 
been superseded in law yet survives 
in the common practice of a wife tak- 
ing her husband's last name; and the 


JV: How does this idea negatively 
affect our relationships? 

DFD: | don't assume that every- 
one’s relationship plays out as a fight 
to the finish between two combat- 
ants. But I do think that this “early 
modern legacy” limits how we can 
imagine and describe, and there- 
fore experience, relationships in a 
range of ways. It creeps in through 
expressions like “henpecked” and 
“whipped” and through the assump- 
tion that one person's career is more 
important and the other is the “trail- 
ing spouse” — that one person's de- 
sire or pleasure is more important 
than the other's, that one person 


contribute exactly the same talents, 
and efforts, and income to the mar- 
riage. 1 mean that, over time, each 
person's contributions might be 
equally valued; each person's hap- 
piness might be equally important 
in the marriage. My research looks 
at the history of assuming that one 
spouse has to subordinate his — or 
very often her — needs and desires 
in the interests of the marriage. In 
order to explore the possibilities of 
equality within marriage, we need 
to confront that history so that we 
can move beyond it rather than ro- 
manticizing sacrifice as what true 
love entails.

Q: Why are we so slow to embrace 
this idea of “true partnership”?

One is a 
tendency to blame feminists and 
feminism for creating conflict in 
marriage by encouraging women 
to make too many demands, to ex- 
pect too much. The assumption that 
women should subordinate self-in- 
terest to marital harmony has a long 


history and it's not easy to escape 
My argument is that feminism isn’t 
the problem, women and men aren't 
the problem — a restrictive notion o{ 
marriage is the problem. 

Another problem is that there is 
not enough support outside the fam 
ily, such as child care, for more eq 
uitable relationships within it. And 
another is that we are in the habit of 
describing marriage, of telling storic 
about marriage, that associate equa! 
ity with competition, rivalry, and 
conflict. We need to let these familiar 
ways of thinking about and depicting 
marriage go so as to make room for 
new ways of imagining the couple 

My approach, as a scholar who 
specializes in the 16th and 17th cen 
turies, is to argue that we can loosen 
the past’s grip on us by confronting 
this history and thinking throug) 
how it limits our options and con 
strains our imaginations, by noticing 
how often we tell stories in whict 
one spouse absorbs, subordinates 
or eliminates the other can help us 
stop and question the logic of those 
stories. To shake off the burdensome 
legacy that is the history of marriage 
we need to take marriage as a ques 
tion rather than a given — as an as 
yet-unfulfilled-promise rather than 
guarantee.
